He never knew, any more than 
Shakespeare knew, that he had set a 
pace that would never be equalled. He 
would have stood aghast with incredu¬ 
lity had he been told that centuries 
would come and go and his name be 
acclaimed master. 

Michael Angelo never married, but 
Bach held averages good by marrying 
twice. His second marriage occurred 
very shortly after the death of his first 
wife. The good' book says, "Man was 
not made to mourn,” but most widowers 
say one year is the limit. 

The prompt second marriage of Bach 
was certainly a compliment to the 
memory of his first wife, who was a 
most amiable help-mate and friend. No 
soft sentiment disturbed the deep im- 
mersement of this man in his work. 
He was as business like as Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, who arranged his second 
marriage by correspondence and then 
drove over one afternoon in a buggy to 
bring home the promised bride, making 
notes by the way on “The Over Soul,” 
and “Man’s Place in the Universal 
Cosmos.” 

From Kothen, where Bach had spent 
a number of years, he was called to 
Lipsic and elected musical director of 
the Thomas school. For twenty-seven 
years he labored here doing the work 
he liked best and doing it in his own 

I 

way. 

He escaped the pitfalls of petty 
jealousies into which most men of 
arti’stic natures fall, by rising above 
them all. He accepted no insults, had 
no grievances against either man or 
fate—earnest, religious, simple—he filled 
the days with useful effort. 

For number, variety and excellence 
only two men can be named as his 
competitors. These arc Mozart and 
Handel, but in point of performance, 

1 simplicity and sterling manhood Bach 
stands alone.
